The penalty for violation of this pro- 
vision is a fine not exceeding $10,000 
or imprisonment not exceeding two 
‘years, or both. 

Section 17 of the act provides that 
“every person who willfully assaults, 
resists, impedes, or interferes with any 
officer, employé, or agent of the United 
States in the execution of any duty au- 
thorized to be performed by or pursu- 
ant to this act shall, apon conviction 
thereof, be fined not exceeding $1,000 
or be imprisoned for not more than one 
year, or both.”

Section 12 provides that whenever

when the government surrenders con- 
trol and desire such a measure to fore- 
stall a strike. 


Would Not Be Obeyed. 

“If these interests or the legislators 
believe railroad employés unre- 
sistingfy submit to any such invasion 
of their rights as citizens,” Mr. Shea 
continued, “they had better expel that 
thought from their minds, because I 
‘believe I speak for locomotive firemen 
and hostlers at least when I say that 
any law which deprives them of the 
rights of American citizenship would 
not be observed, not because this class 
of American citizens are lawbreakers 
but because such a law would be un- 
warranted, un-American, and contrary 
to American institutions.”

Marion, Ill., Oct. 26.—[{Special.J]— 
About one-third of the total of approx- 
imately 80,000,000 tons of coal pro- 
duced annually in Illinois is mined in 
Franklin, Williamson, Saline and other 
counties of this Southern district. It is 
the large mining center of the state and 
therefore has thousands of coal dig- 
gers. 

Preliminary to the expeoted. big 
strike, I was sent here to get an im- 
pression of the situation. 

In the last three days I have visited 
five mining communities,. have had ac- 
cess to the payrolls, output records 
and other books of three mines, have 
gone to the bottom of two mines and 
| would have attempted another save 
‘for a small incident.. In one mine I 
was compelled to remain the entire 
| forenoon that I might become ac- 
'quainted with all the activities be- 


low. 


Wide Ground Covered. 

T have talked with two mayors, one 
circuit court judge, three physicians, 
one police chief, two district officials of 
' the miners’ organization, two auto- 
| mobile agents, two jewelers, five bank- 
‘ers, two meat market owners, two groc- 
ers, one clothier, one dealer in women’s 
apparel, a postmaster, a theater own- 
er, a lumber man, a dealer in house 
furnishings and sundry others, includ- 
ing miners and mine officials. 

From all of this I get the impres- 
sion that those who imagine the miners 
of this field are in, dire need, wear 
rags and tatters and live in hovels 
are sadly mistaken. The miner here 
appears to be like other citizens. The 
energetic and thrifty miner gets ahead 
and the laggard and spendthrift feels 
| the pinch of the times. 


Homes Are Barometer. 

The ownership of a home is not an 
absolute measure of living conditions, 
but it is highly Mdicative. The man 
who owns his plac ooked upon with 
respect in most communities. He is 
classed as a man who has taken a/- 
vantage of whatever opportunity he 
has had, especially among workmen. 

So inquiry was made regarding the 
percentage of miners who own their 
homes. 

First take the testimony of John 
Black, secretary of subdistrict’ 9 of the 
twelfth district of the United Mine 
workers of America. 

“There are about 14,000 miners in 
this county,” said Black in starting. 

“Let’s get the number exact,” it was 

suggested. 
, “Well, last month we had 12,983 
union men who paid their dues,” he 
replied. “Usually there are 1,900 or 
more roving miners who would not 
show on last month’s list, but you are 
safe in saying there are 14,000 ir 
Franklin.” 

“ How many own homes?” 

“I haven’t any figures, but I will 
estimate 60 per cent own homes or xre 


the railroads would continue to work

“Can’t Endure Hours.” 


“Locomotive firemen cannot phys- 
cally endure the hours they have been 
required to work,” he continued, “and 
which they have temporarily acqui- 
esced in because of the war emergency. 
They have decided that after nearly 
four years of patient waiting on their 
part this issue cannot be longer post- 
poned.” 
Mr. Shea declared the patience and 
patriotism of railway transportation 
employés in recent years have been ex- 
traordinary and now when they ask 
the correction of intolerable conditions 
they are called “ bolshevists,” consid- 
ered disloyal to the government, and 
anti-strike legislation is proposed to 
take from them their means of redress. 
The way to stop strikes, he declared, 
was to give the workingmen their 
fundamental economic rights and 
proper machinery for adjusting current 
ocal grievances. 
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buying them on the installment plan.” 

Rolla Treece of the Treece Lumber 
company at West Frankfort was asked 
his opinion. He said: 

“There gre not so many who have 
their homes paid for, but there is a 
huge number buying. The building 
and loan associations have a large 
number of borrowers among the min- 
ers. I should say 80 per cent of the 
miners of this town own or are buying 
their homes. I think, nowever, in this 
respect ‘we are more fortunate than 
other towns around.” 

“What is the average value of these 
homes?” 

He conferred with a banker, who 


thought 80 per cent was “ about right.” 


He also confirmed Mr. Treece’s view 

on the value of the buildings, saying: 
“I judge the lots and buildings would 

average between $2,000 and $2,500.” 


Same Conditions at Orient. 


At Orient, another town in Franklin 
county, which has sprung up in the 
last six years, there did not appear to 
be more*than 300 buildings. The coal 
company erected nearly all of these. 
There a list of ninety-two houses, with 
the names of the uwners and other 
details, was laid on the table. I could 
have copied the list. In addition three 
houses have been sold which did not 
appear on the list. 

‘These houses are costing the miners 
from $1,000 to $1,800 each, with two 
or three exceptions. Here, as in other 
places, the miner pays 10 per cent of 
the cost of the property, or ewns a lot. 

The monthly installment on these 
houses is from $13 to $18 a month in 
Orient. One, however, pays $24 a 
month for a large two story house on 
a highly desirable site. 


Pretty Houses in Marion. 

At Johnston City, another mining 
place with an estimated population of 
7,000, no definite estimate from an au- 
thoritative source was obtainable. “A 
mine superintendent said “a large num- 
ber own homes or are buying them,” 
but he would not hazard a guess on 
the percentage or number. The two 
bankers of the town were not available. 
. Here in Marion, which is in William- 
son county, are many cottages and 
bunaglows owned by miners. 

“I would not make an -estimate,” 
said Judge D. L. Hartwell of the Cir- 
cuit court, “ but you will find there 
is a goodly number, and some of them 
are very pretty. Some of them have 
electric light, gas and water and bath 
tubs.” 

James A. Bainbridge, jeweler, said 
he would not be surprised if “80 to 90 
per cent of the miners living in Marion 
are in the building and loan associa- 
tions or have been in.” 


Live in Best Districts. 


Mayor Lewis said the miners here 
live in the best districts and on the 
best streets. He went on: 

“You city people think a miner #@ 
a different human from others. He is 
just like all the rest of us and you 
will find a lot of them have bathrooms 
and other modern sauitary facilities in 
their homes. I have a comfortable 
place,’ but you will find miners with 
better homes than I have.” 

He sent me around to take a look at 
his home and at Roy Blackburn’s. 
Blackburn is a miner. 
a mine loader. Except for the yellow 
paint on Blackburn's house, I liked it 
better than that of the mayor. 

“Perhaps 75 per cent of the-‘miners 
who live in Marion own or are buying 
homes,” said Postmaster Harry Hol- 
land. “I don’t think that is true of 


other communities, however. 
High Percentage of Owners.

Marion, Ill., Oct. 26.—[Special.]— 
The mines are calling for more cars 
and still more ears. They have the 
coal and are ready to hoist it out, but 
they must have the cars in which to 
load it. 

If there is a strike and the people 
of Chicago wish to have coal while it 
is on, ship down more cars. 

This or that mine wdrked only four 
and a half hours yesterday. other 
worked five hours, another six, and 
still another seven. A lucky one worked 
eight. Lack of cars is the reason. 


4,000 Tons Await Cars. 

Yesterday afternoon the big mine at 
Orient Was filling gondola cars. It had 
run out of coal cars. It had filled 101 
during the day, and was dumping the 
coal on the ground from the gondolas. 
Probably more than 4,000 tons were 
stretched in three long piles. 

Between a pair of them was a large 
steam shovel fitted up with a dipper 
cup, with steam up, ready to load cars 
which might be switched to the stor- 
age coal during the night. 

The Orient is credited with the rec- 
ord for bituminous mines in this coun- 
try as regards hoisting coal. On March 
6 6,776 tons were taken from this one 
hole in the ground. 

I thought I wanted to go down in 
this mine because of its reputation and 
depth. The bottom is 520 feet below 
the surfdce and above the ground 
level rises a tipple, perhaps 100 feet 
in the air. 


Speed Marks Hoisting. 

As I stood watching one cage shoot 
up as another went down at the same 
speed a lump of coal about the size 
of a water bucket fell from the dump.

Cattle should be dehorned before 
winter. As the cold, stormy days come 
on it is necessary that cattle be kept 
in closer] quarters, and there always 
is danger that the hornless animal may 
be injured by those that have horns. 

The steer that has horns is very 
much envied in the feed lot and most 
feeders have them dehorned. It is 
even more undesirable in dairy herds. 

Many breeders remove the horns 
while the calf is, young, as they are 
much more easily taken off at that age. 
When the calf is a day or two old the 
horn is very small and by applying 
caustic potash the “ button” soon dis- 


Caustic potash can be bought in stick 
form from druggists, and one applica- 
tion rubbed freely directly on the 
“button” usually will be sufficient. 

It is comon to see cows 4 or 5 years 
old with a horny, stublike outgrowth 
where the horn has been removed. 
This is due to improper dehorning. 
The horn is a modification of the skin, 
and unless a ring of the skin is cut off 
with the horn a stub usually appears. 

The saw is the most common instru- 
ment used for dehorning cattle, but it 
is barbarous. A clipper has now been 
made and during the last few years 
has become popular among veterin- 
arians. 

Farmers have begun to use it in 
preference to the saw. 
work quickly.
